3. Claims 1-4 are rejected under the judicially created doctrine of obviousness-type double 
patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1-4 of U.S. Patent No. 6,643,095. Although the 
conflicting claims are not identical, they are not patentably distinct from each other because both 
sets of claims require a first and second layer; a first conductive layer; a thin coil; an auxiliary 
layer and an insulating layer. Also, the second conductive layer is not unlike the patented lead 
layer because both the lead layer and the second conductive layer touches the second surface, 
which is opposite the first surface, of the insulating layer.
